The British threat to use force in 
Iran involves much more than the mere 
protection of investments and British 
subjects. This is clearly demonstrated 
fin the attempted American interven- 
tion. Since this is true, it seems to me 
that those who will be involved indi- 
rectly or as a consequence of Britain’s 
action should also. have a voice in ap- 
proving or disapproving what steps will 
be used in the British attempts to pro- 
tect an investment abroad. 

When Britain was unable to nego- 
tiate a settlement with Iran, an appeal 
was made to the World Court to inter- 
ag Even though this was rejected 

v Iran, Britain recognized the ex- 

fstence of a superior authority repre- 
eenting the people of the world. 
_ Jt seems to me, therefore. that be- 
eore Britain takes irrevocable steps, 
such as the use of armed force, which 
would afford Russia the chance to in- 
fervene as the protector of Iran and 
light the match of world conflict, Brit- 
ain should submit her proposed action 
to the same high authority whose as- 
fistance she attempted to use in the 
preliminary negotiations. 

lf force is to be used in the protec- 

tion of Britain's investment in Iran, the 
best police force would be that of an 
international and dispassionate author- 
ity. If then, Russia should attempt to 
intervene, she would be faced not by 
Britain alone, but by the other nations 
of the world who would line up in any 
fight against Communist forces. 

Let Britain submit her case to the 
World Court and the United Nations 
before military actions set off a world 


conflagration.

For a Fair Tax Bill 


One look at the cost of national defense is 
enough to explain the troubles Congress is 
having in drafting a tax bill. With the possi- 
bility that this year’s federal appropriations 
may. run to more than 70 billions—and that 
next year’s may exceed 100 billions—there must 
be sympathy for the men who must find ways 
of bringing in the money. , 

To put the United States on a pay-as-you-go 
basis, they would have to collect from one- 
fourth to one-third of the national product in 
taxes. And no matter how eager he may be to 
do so, not even the most astute politician can 
perform that operation painlessly. 

In the face of the current world struggle, 
taxes are bound to hurt. But the burden can 
and should be fairly distributed. This is some- 
thing which the Senate Finance Committee 
seems to be forgetting. A first consideration, 
for example, ought to be the plugging of loop- 
holes which give one taxpayer an advantage 
over another. 

. . 


The House of Representatives had this in 
mind when it eliminated an old tax law pro- 
vision under which each member of a chain of 
related corporations is allowed a $25,000 ex- 
emption from surtaxes and a minimum credit 
of $25,000 against excess profits taxes. To take 
advantage of this, shrewd lawyers have advised 
clients to organize their business in the form of 
a dozen separate but closely connected corpora- 
tions, thus getting tax exemptions a dozen times 
larger than if the business were logically con- 
ducted as a single corporation. 

The Senate Finance Committee has already 
stricken this reform from the tax bill. It also 
has cast aside another House provision which 
would have stopped the tax benefits now gained 
by the sale of depreciable assets to a subsidiary 
corporation. And it is threatening to wield the 
knife on other provisions designed to plug 
loop-holes. Is this fair? Is it wise? 

It is estimated that the House reforms would 
bring in about $33,000,000 in extra revenue. If 
the reforms are not adopted, the loss may be 
greater. After all, if some corporations avail 
themselves of these provisions, why should not 
others move to do likewise?

The Senate committee's action on personal 
income taxes ‘also is disturbing. The House 
voted a flat 1242 per cent increase in al] brack- 
ets. That in itself was questionable since it 
marked a radical departure from graduated 
taxation based on the principle of ability to pay. 
It imposed taxes without regard for whether a 
man’s income was great or small. The Senate 
committee, however, has substituted a new 

formula under which the maximum increase 
would be 11 per cent. Increases in the brackets 
above $40,000 would be considerably less. 

We do not believe in “socking the rich.” That 
would be palpably unfair. But surely it is not 
fair to let increases fall more lightly on those 
with incomes above $40,000 a year than on those 
with lesser incomes. 

The Committee for Constitutional Govern- 
ment, a lobbying organization, is appealing to 
businessmen to fight even the House-voted in- 
crease as “British-type Socialism.” This, alas, 
is palpable nonsense. 

Old Adam Smith—who has been called many 
names, but never “Socialist”—made it the first 
of his four maxims of sound taxation that “the 
subjects of every state ought to contribute to- 
wards the support of government, as nearly as 
possible, in proportion to their respective abili- 
ties; that is, in proportion to the revenue which 
they respectively enjoy under the protection of 
the state.” 

Surely, Congress is not going to reverse 
Adam Smith, the man whom the Communists 
have made the arch-fiend in their Red hell? 


As we have said before on this page, Con- 
gress must vote such high taxes that it also 
should look to other sources than incomes. A 
manufacturers’ excise or sales tax, for example, 
might yield several billions of dollars. The 
Post-Dispatch has long opposed the extension 
of the sales tax to the federal government. Yet 
this could be justified in an emergency, pro- 
vided that the essentials of life were exempted. 

Another possible source of revenue is the tax- 
ing of certain co-operatives, mutual banks, in- 
surance companies and the like. Consumer co- 
operatives in which people band together to 
reduce their living costs should not be frustrated 
by the unfair tax burdens. But producer ¢o- 
operatives, such as the large fruit and dairy 
marketing organizations, are in a different 
eategory. Their farmer members are in a posi- 
tion not unlike that of ordinary corporation 
stockholders. As such, their earnings should be 
re-examined from the viewpoint of taxation. 

These and other possibilities are almost sure 
to be considered before the Senate version of 
the tax bill is completed. They should not be 
turned into puffitive devices. No individual or 
_roup should be expected to pay more than a 
fair share of the national tax bill. 

But unless the Senate Finance Committee 
reconsiders what it has already done, such may 
be the case. And an unfair tax bill would be a 
mighty poor contribution at a time when na- 
tional morale ought to be at its highest. 
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A Strike and a Shortage 

The strike which tied up 95 per cent of the 
American coppey industry on the first day 
threatens to hit the defense program where it 
would hurt most. 

Fifty-eight thousand Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers Union men struck after the Kennecott 
Copper Co. rejected a wage and pension plan 
offered by the federal mediators. The union 
asked the Government to take over the indus- 
try. But President Truman put the strike be- 
fore the Wage Stabilization Board, which has 
urged the men to return to work. 

Whatever the strike issues may be, the 
results of a copper shutdown are very clear in- 
deed. The United States already faces a copper 
shortage, even without a strike. 

Like Mehitabel, the copper industry has been 
up one day and down the next. Before World 


not begin until October. Meantime it is clearly 
essential for the nation to produce as much 
copper as it possibly can. Defense considera- 
tions require Government action to end the 
copper shutdown, for copper, along with steel 
and aluminum, is the raw stuff on which re- 
armament depends. 


A Restricted Press Is Not Free 

It is a good thing that the U.N. Economic and 
Social Council, meeting in Geneva, has shelved 
its proposed convention on freedom of informa- 
tion. It may seem strange to say this in a free 
American newspaper, but such reservations and 
limitations were added to the convention in 
the three years it was under discussion that it 
threatened to have just the opposite effect of 
that originally intended. 4 

Latin American, Arab and Asiatic nations, 
India included, actually called for the suppres- 
sion and censorship of certain types of news. 
They feel that no circulation should be given to 
items which offend the sensibilities of national, 
racial or religious groups, which might strain 
international relations, or do other harm. 

Perhaps the intentions behind the proposed 
suppressions were good. Granted, it is not the 
function of the press to create new troubles in 


a world which already has troubles enough. But 


is the source of trouble in the reporter or in 
the facts—not of his creation—which he re- 
ports? Even when it is conceded that news may 
be distorted, is it wise to legalize suppression 
by any political organization, national or inter- 
national? For example, should there be legal 
sanction for a Peron to say what may or may 
not be published about his doings? 

Had not the people of the world better be 
told as much as is humanly possible about what 
is going on in the world, letting the chips fall 
where they may? Is it not better to hope for 
an ever more responsible and conscientious 
préss than to drop curtains here, there and 
everywhere in the name of freedom of infor- 
mation? ) 

The Communist countries, as might have been 
expected, supported the restrictions. They oper- 
ate on such a basis anyway. Now their propa- 
gandists are almost sure to say that they sup- 
ported a U.N. measure for a free world press 
while the United States opposed it. But that is 
making a mockery of words. The United States 
turned against the convention only when it 
became clear that it promised .to warp the 
world’s knowledge rather than increase it. 

Even if negative, that was a genuine service 
to freedom of information. 
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A Clear Responsibility 

A clear responsibility to investigate the 
shocking charges of labor racketeering in the 
construction field lies with Circuit Attorney 
James W. Griffin of St. Louis and Prosecuting 
Attorney Stanley Wallach of St. Louis county. 

Their first steps should be an examination of 
the activities of Lawrence Callanan, ex-convict 
boss of AFL Steamfitters’ Local 562, and Paul 
Hulahan, heavy-fisted business agent of AFL 
Building Laborers and Hodcarriers’ Local 42. 

In Callanan’s case, a likely starting point is 
the report of a contractor on the $5,000,000 La- 
clede Gas Co. pipeline job. As Mr. Griffin and 
Mr. Wallach may have read, the contractor says 
he has knowledge of an attempt at a $50,000 
shakedown by a man who represented himself 
as an emissary of Callanan. 

The inquiries into Hulahan’s activities might 
well start with the report that the union agent 
and tavern operator solicited a payoff of more 
than $50,000 from the developer of the $50.- 
000,000 Glasgow Village. Hulahan has denied 
the report. Callanan has declined comment. 

Circuit Attorney Griffin should be. especially 
eager to get to the bottom of these mighty ugly 
reports, especially the one concerning Callanan. 
Mr. Griffin is a veteran Democratic wheelhorse. 
Callanan’s brother, Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan, 
is a power in St. Louis Democratic politics. Firm 
action by Mr. Griffin would dispel any fear that 
politics might come before duty. 
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Hot-Rod Moore Again 

At various times young Robert H. Moore, the 
hot-rod specialist, has been told by judges that 
he was a “menace to the community” and “had 
no business driving a car.” Yet here he is 
again, facing three traffic charges after an 
accident in Maplewood. The car was a hot rod. 

Moore’s latest auto was a stripped-down 1940 
Ford which he said he had been making into 
a hot rod. He told a police officer that a door 
opened on the car, and when he reached to 
close it, he fell out. He was booked for careless 
driving, destruction of city property and im- 
proper license plates. 

All this is an old story for a young man, and 
Moore’s ways with an automobile have been 
on the front page often eneugh so they need 
not be repeated. But what needs to be re- 
peated is that an automobile can be an instru- 
ment of death and disability when incompetence 
is behind the wheel. 

Moore remains a dangerous symbol] to his 
own adventuresome generation of risk on rub- 
ber tires. To everyone else he marks an in- 
explicable immunity to legal punishment. 
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An Issue for °52 

The Missouri Public Expenditure Survey has 
urged reorganization of state government agen- 
cies for more efficient operation. Its proposal 
that this be made an issue in the 1952 campaign 
for Governor is even better. 

For, though the State Legislature bears a 
major share of the responsibility for carrying 
out such an undertaking, it has done little 
toward accomplishing this objective. Legisla- 
tures in general—and the Missouri Legislature 
in particular—rarely exhibit an eagerness to 
abolish existing agencies and jobs. 

Thus, it ig essential that leadership be sup- 
plied by the Governor. As the privately-op- 
erated public expenditure group noted, effi- 
ciency in Missouri government will result only 
if the chief executive will go as far as he can 
in pruning administrative offices and prodding 
the Legislature to eliminate others. 

The 1945 State Constitution provided the ma- 
chinery for reorganization of state government 
into 15 departments. But-the Legislature has 
done little more than rename and rearrange 
the more than 100 existing departments, bu- 
reaus, boards, agencies and other units. These 
were then “attached” to the new departments.

Congress showed its unwillingness to face reality of civilian de- 
fense necds by cutting program's funds by 87 per cent; European 
4 experience shows that preparation pays off against air raids; 

yet U. S. legislators make little effort to see what can be done.

The 87 per cent cut made by the House 
in the funds asked by President Truman 
for civilian defense is only the latest evi- 
dence of the Congress’ unwillingness to 
deal seriously with this matter. 

What is at the bottom of its attitude? 
The Appropriations Committee states that 
on a previous occasion it asked for a civil 
defense program, based on the training 
and education of the general pubiic; that 
this has not been forthcoming and that 
the authorized funds 
have therefore been 
withheld. 

It ig a little diffi- 
cult for the general 
public to understand ae 
this complaint. Pro- =f 4 4, 
grams and plans 
have existed in pro- 
fusion—they are, in- 
deed, almost the 
only things that 
have existed to date. 
Meanwhile the im- 
plementation of 
most of these plans 
has been held up by 
lack of funds. 

If the civil defense cuts are to be taken 
as anything else than a foolhardy form 
of economy, the Congress will have to 
explain its action more fully and intel- 
ligibly. 

Evidently there prevail—shown by the 
setbacks in recruiting volunteers as well 
as by congressional reluctance to appro- 
priate funds—misapprehensions and doubts 
in regard to civil defense. There are 
those who feel that any precautions against 
an atomic attack are fruitless. There are 
those who fear lest too large a portion of 
the national effort be diverted from posi- 
tive measures, military and economic, de- 
signed to avert an atomic war. 

Such doubts need to be answered con- 
vincingly. While it is obviously true that 
defense in any absolute or total sense is 
impossible in this field (as it is in any 
other), much can be done to mitigate the

disaster. The experience of every Euro- 


pean city that has suffered from air raids . 


speaks for the efficacy of preparation; and 
all we now know of atomic bombardments 
indicates that this danger is capable of 
being faced up to by similar means. 

As for the fear of diverting national 
energy to the seemingly negative task of 
civilian defense, the answer must be that 
a line can and must be drawn. -Any idea 
of putting the whole population under- 
ground is absurd on the face of it. On 
the other hand, a plan to make available 
supplies of drugs and other medical neces- 
sities is eminently sound. 

The Congress in making its cuts in the 


civil defense appropriations was not, ap- . 


parently, trying to distinguish between 
what can and can not be done. Every 
hospital keeps on hand medical supplies 
to be used in the case of a train wreck or 
some other emergency; is it not reason- 
able that they should have available sup- 
plies against the infinitely greater calam- 
ity of a bombardment? 

Yet the head of Lenox Hill Hospital has 
recently pointed out that, apart from a 
few cots, no funds whatsoever have been 
provided for emergency drugs. In the 
supplementary apprepriation bill the Con- 
gress struck at renewed attempts to pro- 
vide this sensible precaution. 

The Congress cannot escape the respon- 
sibility of laying down the main lines for 
a civil defense program. There are gen- 
eralizations which might be given legisla- 
tive force: that the main emphasis is to 
be on preparations for disaster relief 
rather than on an illusory security for the 
civilian population; or again, that it is to 
be on méasures which can be fulfilled 
during the next two years, before there 
has been established that equilibrium of 
force between ourselves and Russia which 
gives real Hope of avoiding war. 

Whatever the criteria decided upon, 
they should be made explicit and should 
be implemented by adequate funds. The 
present course is one of irresponsibility, 
and it can lead to tragic losses for the 
nation.

The casual reader easily may have de- 
cided that it must have taken a lot of 
political courage for Mayor Alvin G. 
Fields to order a 50 per cent reduction in 
personnel and services of the city’s street 
department. 

In scope, the directive probably is 
without precedent in East St. Louis his- 
torv. Past administrations have confined 
their economy programs, regardless of the 
acuteness of the financial situation, to 
meaningless gestures. 

Mayor Fields, however, is giving every 
indication of meeting the eurrent finan- 
cial crisis head-on. The city, he reminds 
us, is in a financial hole and it isn’t a 
question of raking up old chestnuts about 
responsibility for the dilemma; rather, it 
is a question of trying to live within an- 
ticipated income until financial stability, 


or a facsimile thereof, is later on achieved. 

As for the political aspects of the situa- 
tion, consider this: Mayor Fields had be- 
fore him the Citizens Fact-Finding Com- 
mittee’s recommendation that the city 
government live within the budget. There 
always is the possibility that the fact- 
finders may view the 50 per cent street 
department slash as impractical. If that 
develops, the Mayor can point to the 
citizens committee. If the fact-finders 
fully approve the more drastic policy, the 
Mayor can point to the citizens committee.

A Scintillating Star 

A CONGREVE GALLERY, Kathieen WM, 

(Harvard University Press, 196 pgs., $3.50.) 

William Congreve (1670-1729), most 
scintillating star of the Restoration stage, 
was one of the large company to whom 
the tag “incomparable” clings. None of his 
contemporaries could match his mastery 
of the comedy of manners in which the 
world of fashion and gallantry was pitiless- 
ly displayed, mincing, simpering, outrage- 
ously affected, in the cold: brilliance of 
uninhibited wit. (For his “lewdness,” Con- 
greve in 1698 came under the fire of Jere- 
my Collier’s “Short View of the Immorali- 
ty and Profaneness of the English Stage.”) 


Nowadays Congreve, if not entirely or 
merely “embalmed in the enthusiasm of 
the intelligentsia,” is largely an “area” 
for the investigations of scholars such as 
Prof. Lynch of the Mount Holyoke Col- 
lege Department of English. It is the lat- 
ter’s tantalizing confession that Congreve, 
despite long scholarly explorations recent- 
ly anges Prof. John C. Hodges’ bi- 
ography, “remains a man of mystery.”

“A Congreve Gallery” details, in a prose 
perhaps best described as journeyman, if 
not plodding, the friendships of Congreve's 
youth that meant much to him in his ma- 
turity. There were five, in Miss Lynch's 
accounting: Joseph Keally, “a prophane 
dog” whom Congreve loved sincerely; the 
Fitzgeralds of Castle Dod; Henrietta, Duch- 
ess of Marlborough, Congreve’s devoted 
mistress; Mary, Duchess of Leeds (Con- 
greve’s daughter); and Dr. Messenger 
Monsey, a “minor Swift” whose “lively 
wit and nonsense delighted all observers.” 

Miss Lynch’s labors may happily result, 
at any rate in university seminar rooms, 
in Congreve’s henceforth being less shab- 
bily treated by the posterity his present 
admirer accuses of earlier i erence. 
“A Congreve Gallery” does not have even 
a reflected brilliance, but it does meticu- 
lously the valuable service of throwing 


light from various angles on the person- 
po fy background, and times of its sub- 
ect.

previously told officers Cusuma-— 


no had remarked before the 
shooting, he intended to kill Bom- 
_marito. “if he doesn’t quit mess- 
ing with our customers.” 

Cusumano, 28 years old, was 
picked up by detectives, who saw 
him at Hodiamont and Maple ave- 
nues. He denied knowledge of 
the killing and refused to an- 
swer questions on advice of an 
attorney. He is associated with 
his father in business and lives at 
5323 Cabanne avenue. 

Bommarito, 43 years old, for- 
merly drove a truck on a produce 
route in Illinois for the Cusu- 
manos. He quit last June, bought 
a truck and moved to Mount Ver- 
non, Ill., selling produce to res- 
taurants and other establishments 
in that area. Mrs. Bommarito 
said her husband had been 
threatened by Vito Cusumano, 
who accused Bommarito of tak- 
ing Cusumano customers.

RITISH boxing fans were 
dumbfounded to learn that 
the return engagement con- 
tract between Randy Turpin 
and Ray Robinson provides that 
Robinson is to receive a larger 
share of the receipts than 
Turpin. Ray is to get 30 per 
cent, Turpin 25 for their meet- 
ing in the Polo Grounds, New 
York, Sept. 12. 
But before Robinson signed 
to meet Turpin in London, 
July 10, the contract had to 
. stipulate a return bout in the 
United States under the condi- 
tions prescribed. At the time 
George Gainford, Robinson’s 
manager, probably thought the 
clause was just a precautionary 
measure but it turned out to be 
a very fortunate one for Robin- 
son because Turpin gave him a 
pretty good beating to gain the 
middleweight championship of 
the world. 

If there had been no such 
clause, you can bet Turpin 
would have been considerably 
slower in giving Robinson a 
chance to regain his crown and 
the bout most surely would 
have been fought in England, 
not in the United States. 

Rightly or wrongly, American 
boxers claim they get none the 
best of decisions in England. 
British boxers probably claim 
the same thing about verdicts 
in the United States. 

In either case, it is decidedly | 
to the advantage of a boxer to | 
fight at home rather than 
abroad — and that does not 
mean that you subscribe to the 
theory of home town decisions. 
The advantages of training and 
boxing at nome are obvious.

Return Bout Chances 


Do Work Hardships 

HE British claim that the 

return bout clause virtually 

means that a boxer has to 
win twice before he gains a 
championship. That is. largely 
true. But you can’t blame a 
fighter or his manager for try- 
ing to protect their rights in a 
championship for so long as 
they can. 

For a long time these pro- 
tective measures have caused 
trouble in boxing. 

Pete Reilly, a manager of 
featherweight champions such 
as Bat Battalino and Freddy 
Miller sought to protect his 
share of the title by insisting 
that the challenger for a crown 
held by his man sign to give 
Reilly a percentage of his man- 
ager’s fees for so long as he 
held the title, provided the 
challenger won. 

This finally resulted in such 
an uproar that the practice 
was banned and, officially, at 
least, does not happen any 
more. 

Then there was the cele- 
brated case when Jimmy Brad- 
dock lost the heavyweight 
crown to Joe Louis. Joe Gould, 
Braddock’s manager, had a 
clause inserted in the contract 
that Braddock would receive 
a portion of the profits made 
by Promoter Mike Jacobs on 
bouts he promoted for Louis 
for a number of years. 

That led to the belief on the 
part of a great many people 
that Braddock received a part 
of the earnings of Louis dur- 
ing the term of the contract 
and the finger of suspicion was 
pointed -at the agreement. 

Braddock received a_ tidy 
sum from the arrangement be- 
fore it expired. 

There are rules now by 
nearly all state commissions 
providing for close scrutiny of 
any of these unusual features 
in a contract but many of them 
are entirely legal and cannot 
be outlawed by commission 
rules. 

After all contracts in boxing, 
as in most anything else. are 
just as good as the integrity of 
the two parties signing them. 
When one or the other wants to 
break an agreement, it seems 
ways and means can always be 
found for them to do so. 

Turpin, after all, must be a 
good fighter to have been able 
to defeat Robinson and there 
was no inclination on the part 
of any observer to claim that 
Robinson did not receive a fair 
deal in England. So if Turpin is 
that good he should be able to 
defeat Robinson again.

E HAD a delightful two weeks in Malta. The children 
W swam and fished and sailed while I attended meetings 
and the official parties which were given for our group.

The 
first great rift in many a marriage has come with the arrival of 
the first baby—which should be the strongest kind of bond to 
draw husband and wife closer together. 

What is the husband's job at this time? Mainly to see that 
his wife is kept healthy, comfortable and happy. In the na- 
ture of the case, she will have to assume the main responsibil- 
ity for the baby. A well-instructed father can do a great deal 
when he is around—but he is away most of the time. 

* * * 

WHAT IS THE WIFE’S JOB? Partly to see to it that her 
husband is not unnecessarily neglected. Sometimes the change 
from the earlier period of marriage is abrupt and much greater 
than he expected. She won't go anywhere with her husband 
now because she says she can't leave the baby. Meals are often 
late, because she is playing with or taking care of the baby. 
Buttons are not sewed on husband's shirts, because her time 
is taken up with baby clothes. Perhaps her mother is in the 
home a great deal more and assumes certain authority that the 
husband does not like. 

Fathers should not be childish in wanting attention. 
Neither should mothers forget that they are still wives! The 
intelligent wife will lavish extra affection on her husband at 
that time, making him feel that the baby is not hers, but theirs; 
that one of its greatest values is its embodiment of the father’s 
personality. The wise woman will not lose her perspective in 
the presence of such a wonderful event as the birth of a baby. 
Her husband was there first; and he will be there long after the 
baby has grown up and left home.

Washing Inside Walls. 


HINGS being the way they 
T are, it’s still cheaper to wash 

a wall than to give it a fresh 
coat of paint. Of course, some 
walls can’t be washed and the 
way to find out if they can or 
cannot is to try washing in an 
inconspicuous spot. If the paint 
comes off on the sponge you've 
got a non-washable wall on your 
hands. 

The standard equipment for 
washing walls consists of two 
pails, two sponges and some tri- 
sodium phosphate which is sold 
under various trade names at 
paint, hardware and_= grocery 
stores. 

Fill one pail with a solution of 
one tablespoonful of trisodium 
phosphate to each gallon of warm 
water. Fill the other pail with 
clean warm water. 

Start washing at the base of 
the wall and work up. Cover the 
floor with something as the clean- 
ing solution can damage the floor 
finish. Clean an area a couple 
of feet square with the trisodium 
phosphate solution and then rinse 
clean with the fresh sponge and 
clear water. The reason for this 
is that the washing solution will 
soften up the paint if left on it 
for any length of time. The rea- 
son for starting at the base of 
the wall is that this prevents 
streaking.

Put in 
saucepan with just enough water 
to cover. Cover and cook over 
medium heat until soft. If un- 
pared, rub through strainer. If 
pared, beat. Sweeten to taste 
and stir until sugar is dissolved.

Russians Established sale 
At Sitka on Alaska's Coast

ITUS BERING, pioneer ex- 
V plorer of Alaska, died while 

he was doing his greatest 
work, and was buried on an island 
near the shore of Siberia. His 
name is used to this day for Ber- 
ing Strait and Bering Sea. 

The Empress Catherine granted 
a charter to a group of Russians 
who wanted to trade in Alaska. 
These men sailed to the Aleutian 
Islands, and soon met with the 
natives. There were sea otters 
around the islands, and many of 
their skins were obtained and sent 
to the Russian capital. In ex- 
change, the natives were given 
trinkets of various kinds. 

Reaching island after island, 
the Russians came at length to a 
large one—Kodiak Island. There 
they made their headquarters for 
a stretch of years. This island is 
the central home of one of the 
biggest bears in the world, the 
famous Kodiak bear. 

Not obtaining enough furs from 
the islands, the Russians moved 
farther eastward to the mainland. 
This led them to Sitka, which is 
now one of the small cities of 
Alaska. They built a stockade at 
Sitka, and dedicated it to the 
Archangel Gabriel.

A RUSSIAN colony was started 
there, with some cabins near the 
stockade. The Indian natives 
hardly liked the strangers, and 
burned their buildings. 

The Russian leader, Alexander 
Baranov, was away when the In- 
dians burned the settlement. Re- 
turning, he ordered a new stock- 
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ade to be built, and this time he 
dedicated it to a different arch- 
angel—Michael. 

Sitka became a strong outpost 
of Russia, and a widespread fur 
trade was opened. The Russians 
made an agreement with the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company of Canada, 
also with an American named 
John Jacob Ador. In exchange for 
food and other supplies, Baranov 
and his men provided furs. The 
years passed, and the Russian 
vessels carried furs to far places, 
including Mexico and Japan. 

In Alaska is the tallest moun- 
tain peak in North America. Now 
it is known as Mount McKinley.

Dr. Moyer agreed to lecture at 
the meeting, in spite of the short 
notice, and when he was through, 
another guest lecturer, Dr. Aubrey 
QO. Hampton of Washington, chief 
consultant in radiology for the 
Veterans Administration, was 
heard to comment:

But when the United 
States Public Health Service dis- 
patched a couple of representa- 
tives to Dallas to learn more about 
it the paper turned out to be far 
from dull. 

Parkland Hospital in Dallas and 
its academic partner, Southwest- 
ern Medical School, had scores 
of case histories to prove that the 
drinking of a mixture of tap 
water, table salt and baking soda 
has largely done away with the 
necessity for using huge amounts 
of blood plasma on burn cases. 

Should an atom bomb explode 
over Dallas — or St. Louis — 
chances are that tens of thou- 
sands of persons would suffer 
burns. It would be impossible to 
treat that many, quickly, with 
plasma or blood transfusions. But 
water, salt and soda would be 
at hand in vast supply, and might 
save many lives.

INGREDIENTS: 2% cups sifted 
all-purpose flour, 4 teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, 1 teaspoon baking 
Soda, 44 teaspoon salt, 1 cup rai- 
Sins, +4 cup soaking water, 34 tea- 
spoon orange rind, “% cup orange 
Juice, %4 cup sugar, 2 tablespoons 
butter or margarine ‘melted), 1 
ese. : 

METHOD: Sift together flour, 
baking powder, baking soda, and 
salt. Put raisins in mixing bowl: 
pour about 11% cups boiling water 
over them and let stand at least 
15 minutes. Drain raisins, reserv- 
ing %4 cup soaking water. Grind 
raisins through fine blade of food 
chopper; put back into mixing 
bowl. Stir in % cup reserved 
soaking water, orange rind, orange 
juice, sugar, and melted butter or 
margarine. Beat in egg with ro- 
tary (electric or hand) beater. 
Beat in dry ingredients just until 
they are combined, no longer. 
Pour into greased loaf pan (about 
9x5x3 inches) and bake in mod- 
erate (350 F.) oven 1 hour. Turn 
out on cake rack; cool. Loaf may 
be sliced 44-inch thick soon after 
cooling, but it slices better after 
having been stored in tightly 
closed container overnight.
